stitutional History of England,’”’ each work in one 
volume, post octavo. 


Sir Epwarp Sasixe will resign the Presidency of 
the Royal Society of England, on next St. Andrew’s 
Day; and Mr. Airy, Astronomer Royal, has con- 
sented to be proposed as his successor. 


Joun Apo.tpuys, an English barrister, author of 
avery good History of England, and of a biogra- 
phy of John Bannister, the actor, died at an ad- 
vanced age in 1845. Mrs. Henderson, his daughter, 
has prepared a volume, now in the press, contain- 
ing recollections of his public career and private 
life, with extracts from his diaries. His son, the 
‘late John Leycester Adolphus, also a lawyer, pub- 
lished in 1821 a very remarkable volume (pp. 256 
octavo), entitled “‘ Letters to Richard Heber, Esq., 
containing Critical Remarks on the Series of Novels 
beginning with Waverley, and an Attempt to ascer- 
‘tain their Author.’’ The argument, made with 
great ingenuity and most sagacious criticism, 
showed that the author of “ Marmion” and of the 
“ Waverley Novels” was one and the same person 
—Walter Scott. 


Mrs. Hexry Woop, author of “ East Lynne,” has 
a new serial, entitled “ Dene Hollow,” now publish- 
ing in her own monthly magazine, “ The Argosy,” 


Cotsorn’s “ New Monthly Magazine,” which was 
edited by Thomas Campbelk the poet, from 1810 to 
1820, and was subsequently conducted by Theodore 
Hook, Thomas Hood, Cyrus Redding, and W. H. 
Ainsworth, the novelist, has been the sole property 
of the last named for several years, and since the 
beginning of 1871 has been edited by his cousin, 
‘William Francis Ainsworth, author of several books 
of travel. 


Tue “ Atheneum” says: “Of the first edition of 
Cervantes’ ‘ Quijote’ only two copies exist in Ma- 
drid—one in the library of the Spanish Academy, 
the other in that of the National. At the instiga- 
‘tion of Col. Fabra, an ‘Association’ has been formed 
for the production of a photographic fac-simile.”* 
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‘<My Srupy Winnows,”’ by Professor J. R. Lowell, 
and the “Silent Partner,’’ by Miss E. S. Phelps, 
have been republished in London. Also, an illus- 
trated shilling edition of “The William Henry 
Letters.” 


A yew “Popular History of Italy,’’? from the 
earliest to the present time, including the recent 
acquisition of Rome, will shortly be published in 
Milan. The author is Signor Oscar Oio, and the 
work will be liberally illustrated. 


In the second number of “The Dark Blue,” the 
new Oxford monthly, Mr. Thomas Hughes, contin- 
uing his “ Recollections of American Universities,” 
treats of Harvard and Cornell. 


Dr. Cuartes Darwin’s new work, “ The Descent 
of Man, and Selection in Relation to Sex,’’ hag 
already got out a fifth edition in London. The sale 
of the American reprint is very great. 


“‘Suytock” rendered into Italian from Shakspeare’s 
‘*Merchant of Venice,” has lately been performed 
at one of the theatresin Naples. The “Atheneum” 
says: ‘“*The plays of Shakspeare are performed 
more frequently in Italy than in England. Two 
actors, Signor Ernesto Rossi and Signor Salvini, the 
most eminent in Italy, have contributed to estab- 
lish the popularity of Shakspeare’s works; the for- 
mer having appeared in no less than eight of the 
plays and tragedies of Shakspeare: in ‘Hamlet,’ in 
which he is said to have no rival-in all Europe, in 
‘Macbeth,’ *Coriolanus,’ ‘Othello,’ ‘Romeo and 
Juliet,’ ‘ King Lear,’ ‘ Julius Cesar,’ and ‘Shylock.’ 
Signor Salvini, in ‘Othello,’ has the reputation of 
giving an admirable representation of the Moor, 
while in ‘King Lear,’ his younger brother, Signor 
Alessandro Salvini,has been deservedly successful.” 


XeEnNopuoy, illustrated by Sir Alexander Grant, 
Principal of the University of Edinburgh, is the 
new volume of “ Collins’s Ancient Classics for Eng- 
lish Readers.”” The preceding subjects have been 
Homer and Virgil, by W. Lucas Collins ; Cesar, by 
Anthony Trollepe; Herodotus, by G. C. Swayne; 
Horace, by Theodore Martin; and Aischylus, by 
A. D. Carleton. 


“ OnLy A Commoner,” by Henry Morford, formerly 
editor of 2 New York Sunday paper, and author 
of “Shoulder Straps,” and other novels of the 
American civil war, has published, in London, & 
three-volume novel, entitled “Only a Commoner.” 
The scene is chiefly in Paris, during the Exposition 
of 1867. The story is sensational, or very much 
so. The descriptions of country life in Brittay 
are spoken of by the critics as fresh and faith 
but Mr. Morford is ridiculed for his coinage of such 
words as pretexted, mentality, and intoxicometer.

OBITUARY. 


Mr. Davin N. Caamsers, of the well-known firm 
of W. & R. Chambers, Edinburgh and London, 
died at his residence at Lee, Kent, on March 21, 
aged 52. Mr. David Chambers conducted the Lon- 
don branch of the firm, and the shock of the intel- 
ligence of his brother Robert’s death, which occurred 
only four days previously, caused the rupture of a 
biloodvessel, which proved fatal. « 

Proressor Aveustus DE Moreay, born in India in 
1806, died in London on March 18. He was edu- 
cated at Cambridge University, where he was fourth 
wrangler in 1827, but did not graduate, owing to 
his objection to assent to the thirty-nine articles of 


belief insisted on by the Church of England. In)

le was appointed its first professor of mathematics. 
In 1831 he resigned, but, on the death of his suc- 
cessor, in 1836, was reappointed, and occupied that 
chair until 1866, when he resigned, because he 
disapproved of the action of the council on the 
appointment to the chair of logic and mental phi- 
losophy.

He wrote 
many of the biographies in the “ Penny Cyclopa- 
dia,” and other works. He was an amiable man, 
easily provoked, dogmatic to a degree, with “ his 
bark worse than his bite.” In a controversy with 
the late Sir William Hamilton, of Edinburgh, on 
the relations between ligic and mathematics, Pro- 
fessor de Morgan was thought to have been very 
successfiil. 

Mr. Cuartes Hoco, eldest son of Victor Hugo, 
the well-known novelist, poet, and dramatist, died 
suddenly at Bordeaux, on March 13. He was 
struck down by apoplexy, and his health had suf- 
fered from privations during his residence in Paris 
during the siege. He was in his forty-fifth year. 
Early in life he became a journalist in Paris, and, 
in 1851, was sentenced to two months’ imprison- 
ment for an article on the punishment of death, 
which was held to be libellous on the government. 
After the coup-d’état of December, 1851, he accom- 
panied his father and brother into exile. He had 
written several romances, had dramatized his 
father’s “‘Les Misérables,” and, at the time of his 
death, was one of the editors of the Paris journal, 
the “Rappel,” which he had recently originated. 
In politics, he was an extreme, though scarcely a 
communist republican. He was interred in the 
cemetery of Pére la Chaise, Paris, on the 18th of 
March, in a private manner, owing to the excited 
state of the population in that city. 

The death of another distinguished French au- 
thor is to be recorded. M.Cenac-Moneavt, who died 
recently, had written the ‘‘ Histoire du Caractére et 
de l’Esprit Frangais.”

M. Guittaume Lesean, who was one of the pri- 
soners of the late King Theodore of Abyssinia, 
lately died at Morlaix, in Bretagne. He had tra- 
velled a great deal, had written largely on geogra- 
phical science in French periodicals, and had lately 
returned from the Danubian provinces, of which 
he had made a map. 

M. Féurx Ciaupe Tafopore Auieny, a distin- 
guished French landscape-painter, died on the 25th 
of February, at Lyons, where, of late years, he was 
director of the school of fine arts. He was born in 
1798, and was a prolific as well as an able artist, 
commencing at the historical line, but finally di- 
recting his mind and hand to landscapes. He was 
a follower, but not an imitator, of Poussin. His 
first picture was exhibited in 1822; his last in 
1870. 

Proressor Ggeorcr Gortrrigp Gervinvs, born at 
Darmstadt in 1805, is among the illustrious de- 
parted of March, 1871. He became professor of 
history in the University of Gottingen in 1805. He 
first distinguished himself in political life in 1837, 
by his resistance, in common with Grimm and 
| Other professors, to the abrogation of the Hano- 

verian Constitution by the new King of Hanover 
| (the Duke of Cumberland). He lost his chair, and 
| was compelled to leave the Hanoverian territory— 
| an event which drove him to pursue his studies in 
| Italy. It was not until 1845 that he became Pro- 
| fessor of History at Heidelberg. His best known 
| works are two volumes of essays; a history of 
| literature in Germany; a work, in three volumes, 
| on Shakspeare, and an introduction to the History 
| of the Nineteenth Century, well known in an Eng- 
| lish translation. In the events of 1848, Gervinas 
was a prominent actor, being a member of the 
| Frankfort Parliament, and one of those who were 
commissioned to draw up the new German Consti- 
| tution, by which the Imperial Crown was offered to 
| the then King of Prussia. When the reaction came, 
| Gervinus was tried for high treason, nomirzally on 
account of the doctrine contained in his introduc- 
tion, but really as the penalty for his share in the 
revolution, and sentenced to four months’ imprison- 
|ment. The cause of death was an attack of fever, 
| which lasted scarcely a week, and was followed by 
paraiysis.

A Copious and Critical English-Latin Dictionary. 
By William Smith, LL.D., and Theophilus D. 


Hall. To which is added a Dictionary of Proper 
Names. pp. xi., 754. New York: Harper & 
Brothers. 


The increased extent to which the writing of 
Latin is now taught in the schools of this country 














calls for improvement in our English-Latin diction- 
aries. It has been, we believe, about twenty years 
since Harper & Brothers republished the English- 
Latin Dictionary of Riddle. That was a scholarly 
and, in most respects, admirable work. But the 
modes, appliances, and refinements of classical in- 
struction have increased since then, and there is 
room for corresponding improvement in our books. 
The care with which the present work has been 
prepared may be inferred from the fact that fifteen 
years have been devoted to it by the editors. They 
have made but little use of the prior dictionary of 
Riddle, because it was avowedly based upon the 
German work of Georges, and, although containing 
valuable matter, was found to be confused in ar- 
rangement, and faulty in not indicating the differ- 


ent classical sources from which its Latin phrase- | 


ology was derived. It was necessary, therefore, to 
lay the lines of the work de novo, to adopt a new 
classification of the words, and to adduce new ex- 
amples and illustrations. Owing to modifications 
of the plan, we are told that nearly two-thirds of 
the book have been executed thrice over. In its 
present form, it must be unhesitatingly regarded as 
the standard work in this department of learning. 
Messrs. Harper & Brothers are entitled to the 
thanks of all scholars for having recently supplied 
them with two such elaborate and indispensable 
reprints as Yonge’s English-Greek Lexicon and 
Smith’s English-Latin Dictionary.
